Housing 
lottery draws 
55 applicants 


WILMINGTON - With over 50 
residents and former residents in at- 
tendance, children playing on the floor 
and babies crying, the Wilmington 
Housing Partnership held a lottery on 
August 21, 1997 for one affordable 
home located on Denault Drive. Wilm- 
ington residents, former residents and 
town employees were eligible if they 
met program income and asset guide- 
lines and qualified asa first time home 
buyer. The sale price is $94,500. L.A. 
Associates of Wilmington is the de- 
veloper. 

Fifty-five households prequalified 
for the lottery and names were drawn 
by Mark Haldane, chair of the Part- 
nership. Family households were 
given preference. The winner of the 
lottery must now be able to secure 
mortgage financing through a lender 
in order to purchase the home through 
»the program. In his introduction, Mark 
:Haldane said, “For those who are ul- 
‘timately unsuccessful tonight, we ex- 
pect to have another lottéry for seven 
affordable homes at Saddle Oak Es- 
tates off West Street in Wilmington.” 

This lottery represents the culmi- 
nation of a four year effort by the 
Wilmington Housing Partnership fo 
develop three affordable, single fam- 
ily homes on town owned land for 
Wilmington residents. All the homes 
will remain affordable in perpetuity 


through the use of a regulatory agree- 
ment and deed rider which limits the 
sales price in the future. In addition to 
this effort, the Partnership reviews 
proposed private affordable housing 
development toward the goal of creat- 
ing affordable housing that will be an 
asset to the community, and monitors 
on-going developments. < 
Mark Haldane commented, “Given 
the interest the Town has received 
from developers, there is obviously a 
demand for affordable housing in 
Wilmington, as evidenced by the fact 
that 55 qualified families and indi- 
viduals came out for this lottery for 
only one home.” In addition to Mark 
Haldane, members of the Housing 
Partnership include Vice Chair Ray 
Forest, Charles Boyle, Gregory 
Erickson, Carole Hamilton, Alfred 
Meegan Jr., Daniel Paret, Inspector of 
Buildings, the Rev. Herbert Taylor, 
Daniel Wandell, chairman of the board 
of selectmen and Lester White. Lynn

Library ground breaking Sept. 18

TEWKSBURY - It was decided 
last Tuesday that the residents of 
Tewksbury would not ever need to go 
withoutabook they desired.

WWII ship still 
on his agenda

Seeing old friends, sharing memo- 
ries, and having a good time were all 
on the agenda on August 7th, 8th, and 
9th when crew members of the U.S.S. 
Topeka had their 25th Ship Reunion. 
Charles Ellsworth of Wilmington got 
to re-live many experiences from his 
time in the Navy. 

Ellsworth graduated from Wilm- 
ington High School in 1944 and joined 
the Navy directly afterwards. He un- 
derwent Troop Boot Camp and Re- 
cruit Training, which was very diffi- 
cult and strenuous for everyone. After 
that he ‘was assigned to the U.S.S.

He was there for over 19 years and was 
appointed Sergeant before, in 1973, he 
joined the State Police as a Detective 
Lieutenant. He served as a State Of- 


ficer until he retired in 1986. Since

‘The reunion is held every year and 
was started 25 years ago.

QUINCY - Reaching the highest 
death toll since 1990, the number 
of civilian fire deaths in 1996 
increased for the second 
consecutive year, according to a 
report released today by the 
nonprofit National Fire Protection 
Association (NFPA). The report 
also shows that the number of fire 
deaths in the home, which 
accounted for approximately 81 
percent of all U.S. fire 
fatalities,rose by nearly 11 percent. 

“This is certainly disappointing 
news, but we're hopeful it doesn't 
signal a long term trend,” says Dr. 
John R. Hall, Jr. NFPA assistant 
vice president for fire analysis and 
research. “Fire death rates have 
generally declined throughout this 
century, with about 6,000 deaths a 
year for most of the 1980s. Now 
we seem to be locked into roughly 
4,700 deaths a year. Whatever else

that fire still poses a significant 
problem in the U.S.” 

NFPA research shows that most 
Americans believe they're at 
minimal risk to fire, especially in 
their homes. Yet even before the 
fire death toll climbed to 4,990 in 
1996, Americans had the highest 
fire death rate in the industrialized 
world outside the Soviet bloc. 


Meanwhile, there were 25,500 
civilian injuries reported in 1996, 
which reflects virtually no change 
from last year, although these 
estimates are considered to be low 
since many civilian injuries are not 
reported to the fire service. On the 
other hand, the injury toll 
sustained the decline of the 
Previous two years, which were 
the first significant reductions 
“Sadly, fire is not a serious 
concern for most Americans, and 
as long as that attitude persists, so 
will the thousands of fire deaths 
that occur in this country cach 
year,” said Meri-K-Appy, NFPA's 
vice president for public education. 
_ Property damage from fire also 
increased. In 1996, fire 
departments responded to 
1,975,000 fires, roughly the same 
number as the year before, but the 
total of $9.4 billion in property 
damage was 5.5 percent more than 
the total in 1995. Residential 
Properties incurred as estimated 

.9 billion in property loss, up a 
Statistically significant 13.7 
percent, while approximately $4.1 
billion in property damage 
occurred in one and two family 
dwellings, also a considerable 14.0 
Percent increase over the previous 

year. 


fires that occurred in 1996 
represented a decline of 5.5 
percent over the previous year, 
with property damage from arson 
totaling $1,405,000,000, a decrease 
of 14.7 percent. 

The full findings of NFPA's 
report, to be published in the 
September/October issue of NFPA 
Journal, address several major 
strategies to reduce the overall fire 
death toll. These include more 
wide spread public fire safety and 
prevention education; increased 
use, testing and maintenance of 
smoke detectors, and practicing 
and developing home escape plans; 
much greater use of residential fire 
sprinkler systems; creation of 
more fire safe home products; and 
increased attention to the needs of 
high risk groups, such as the 
young, older adults and low 
income communities. 

Dr. Hall notes that new fire 
safety initiatives, such as 
regulations requiring child 
resistant lighters, have worked to 
reduce fire death rates, but we've 
yet to see the impact of some 
promising ideas, like tests for 
ignition-resistant cigarettes, which 
are now feasible but have been 
blocked from implementation.

Father Casey to celebrate 


50th anniversary mass 


TEWKSBURY - The Rev. M 
Matthew Casey, O.M.I. will 
celebrate the 50th anniversary of 
his ordination to the priesthood at 
a special mass at St. William's 
Church Sunday, Sept. 7 at noon. A 
reception in the lower church will 
follow to which all parishioners 
and friends of Father Casey are 
invited. 

Fr. Casey, 79, is a product of 
Lowell's Acre Section. He) as born 
on Adams Street within the shadow 
of St. Patrick's Church, where he 
attended the parish grammar 
school. After graduating from 
Keith Academy in Lowell, he 
attended St. Anselm College in 
Manchester, N.H., leaving after. his 
junior year to enter the seminary 
of the Oblates of Mary 
Immaculate. His initial studies 


were done in Tewksbury at the old 
Oblate Novitiate building on 
Chandler Street, which was 
destroyed by fire in 1959. 

After his ordination in 
Washington, D.C. in 1947, Fr. 
Casey spent the next 14 years as a 
foreign missionary in the post-war 
Philippines, often traveling by 
horseback to minister to the rural 
poor. (“Horseback is no place for a 
city kid!" he notes.) He returned 
stateside in 1962 and for.the next 
seven years was associated with the 
Oblate's domestic mission 
program, first in Indiana, then in 
Tewksbury. He has spent the 
ensuing three decades in parish 
ministry at Oblate parishes in 
Pennsylvania, South Carolina and 
Tennessee. He also served on two 
separate occasions at St. William's 
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The 
Boston Lawnmower 
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in Tewksbury (1978-81 
1989-95). 

Not one to be easily deterred, the 
hardy septuagenarian (80 in 
February), rebounded from 
coronary bypass surgery earlier 
this year and returned to active 
duty at the Oblate parish in 
Dallastown, PA, where he had 
been serving since 1995. (Fr. 
Casey considers the Diocese of 
Harrisburg, PA, his “other” home 
territory. In addition to his 
recently concluded assignment in 
Dallastown, he served as the first 
Oblate pastor of a parish in 
Harrisburg from 1970 to 1976 and 
as an assistant pastor in nearby 
Marysville from 1981 to 1987.)

Message From the 
Superintendent 


look forward to welcoming you anJ your children into our schools for the 
1997-1998 school year. The Tewksbury School Committee and the Admin- 
istrative Team have set some impressive goals and high standards for the| 
coming school year. The faculty, staff and administration have directed their] 
efforts during the summer months to develop the action plans to achieve these 
goals and meet these standards. 

I would like to identify four major initiatives for the coming school year.’ 

Tewksbury Memorial High School will implement a new student schedule. 
This schedule represents the transition from a 48 minute class period to an 84 
minute block period. The new schedule will provide teachers and students} 
with the time necessary to engage in a detailed presentation of a given topic. 
The faculty, staff and administration of the High School should be commended 
for undertaking this significant effort to restructure the daily program to} 
enhance instruction for our students. 


The entire school system will implement a new writing program in 
September. We have worked very hard on developing students’ writing skills 
in responding to open ended questions on the state assessment. These efforts} 
resulted in a significant increase in student test score performance on the 1996 
State Assessment. The new program will further develop students writing, 
skills across all areas of our curriculum. 

The New School Building Committee continues to work with Town! 
Boards, the School Administration and the architectural firm to develop the! 
plans for a new elementary school. This school will be located behind the 
existing Center School. The school will enroll approximately 800 grade five} 
and six children. We expect to “break ground” in December of 1997 and hope 
to open the school in September of 1999. 

A final major initiat s the establishment of an Extended Day Kindergar- 
ten Program at the Dewing, Trahan, Center and Heath Brook Schools. This: 
program will, provide parents with a high quality, full day kindergarten 
program. The Extended Day Program will be an extension of our kindergarten 
program. We will continue to offer both a Before School and an After School 
Extended Day program. Theses programs make our schools available to 
children from 7:00 a.m. to 6:00 p.m. cach day. 

The Tewksbury School Committee adopted a new five year strategic plan} 
in June of 1997. The Commitice and the Administration met in June to review 
this plan and todevelop the school district goals for the 1997-1998 school year. 
The goals are organized around five main areas: basic skills, technology, 
interpersonal skills physical plant and resources 


Basic Skills - in addition to the work in writing, we will focus on the 
coordination of the curriculum among the four elementary schools, the 
development of a Tewksbury Public Schools Basic Skills Assessment and the 
alignment of our K-12 curriculum with the Massachusetts Department of| 
Education Curriculum Frameworks. A new summer school program was| 
implemented in July of 1997 for students who did not meet the standards of the 
grade cight curriculum. An after school program will be implemented at the 
High School to meet the needs of grade nine students who are experiencing, 
academic difficulty, 

Technology - This has become an expanded area of our program. During 
the 1997-1998 school year we will establish research clusters in the libraries: 
of every school, expand our inventories of both hardware and software and 
provide intensive training for all staff members to enhance their work with 
students. Two internet courses have been offered this summer. Many of these 
initiatives will be funded through a Technology Grant from the Massachusetts 
Department of Education, 

Interpersonal - This area addresses the importance of creating and main- 
taining healthy, productive and positive school cultures. We will continue our} 
efforts to develop alternative school programs for students who disrupt the: 
traditional school environment. A developmental guidance program will be 
expanded at the Middle School and the High School to help students acquire! 
personal social skills and an ability to work with others. The Town wide Parent 
Advisory Council will sponsor a three part training series in September of 1997, 
on the topic of Stress and the effect of stress on academic achievement. 

Physical Plant - we will continue to work with the Building Committee and 
all Town Departments to develop the plans and the construction schedule for 
the new school. In addition we will attempt to secure the funds necessary to} 
remodel and resurface the parking lots at the Dewing School and the Middle 
School. 

Resources - The faculty and the administration will monitor, evaluate and 
if necessary revise the block schedule at the High School. We will expand our 
use of the school department media services and continue to work with the} 
Town Wide Budget Sub-Committee to secure the funds necessary to realize 
these goals. 


We look forward to greeting your children on Wednesday, September 3, 
1997 and meeting with you throughout the school year. The home school} 
partnership is critical to the success of our children. Together we can make the 
1997-1998 school year a very productive and rewarding year. Thank you for} 
your continued support.

Street smarts 


BOSTON - Back to,school means 
more local traffic and more 
children crossing, congested streets 
alone. How car one help ensure a 
child's safety? The pediatricians at 
Boston's Spaulding Rehabilitation 
Hospital want to remind area 
residents of the following tips that 
will help children deal as safely as 
possible with traffic.

right, and then left again. 

6. Children should wait to cross 
until the street clears, and they 
should keep looking until they've 
crossed the street safely. 

Don't neglect older children 
when talking about safety. Remind 
them to use the sidewalk. If there 
is no sidewalk, they must walk 
facing traffic and keep to the left. 
Also, if older children are out at 
dusk, be sure they wear clothes 
that can be seen. Fabric and 
sporting goods stores sell 
inexpensive reflective tape. Trim 
their outer garments with it.

rience. However, he is concerned 
about One thitig, <<" -- 

"I know were not ready. Our first 
game is on the fourth and I have 
never had a game before the 
eleventh= We have had three scrim- 
mages so far and we are improving 
after each one, but right now we are 
ready.

senior Lauren Senesi return as 
starters with senior Jennie Rey- 
nolds, junior Sabrina Shattuck and 


sophomore Kristen Kacamburas 
adding depth. All three of the 
returners, all benefit with quick 
legs, good moves and they all work 
together. Dellascio and Bruno 
combined for a fantastic duo last 
season, and if they continue to 
improve and they get the ball a lot, 
expect the duo and Senesi to put the 
ball in the net more than 12 times 
during the 18 game schedule.

A day of shark fishing 


Captain Fj <aoopen) Perette and I glanced 
out over the harbor. Looking’east, 
as far as the eye could see, thick, 
gray clouds filled the horizon. The 
wind flag over the Harbor Master's 
house stood stiffly in the wind. 
“This is your call. It could be a real 
rough day out there with lots of 
rolling water," said the Captain. 
“Although, I will say the sharks 
seem to like the sharks seem to like 
this type of weather." 

After a few moments of discussion 
with my companions, we decided to 
go forth with a day of shark fishing 
out on Wild cat Knoll. Located 
forty miles East/Northeast of Sci- 


tuate, this area of salt water is 
teeming with wildlife. Everything 
from whales to migrating sea birds. 

Captain Perette cleared the no 
wake zone of the harbor and eased 
the 35 foot Marlin sportfish into 
cruising speed. In a matter of 
seconds, we wee skipping along on 
the top of waves at 50 plus mph. Ina 
matter of 40 minutes, the boat 
eased to a troll and we began our 
chum slick. 

The chum slick is made up of fish 
pieces and fish oils. The scent is 
easily picked up by any sharks in the 
general area. Rich Lynam, the first 
mate, busily prepared baits and set 
the lines into the chum slick. There

are many ways to bait for shark. 
Captain Perette chose strip baits on 
a large Mustad hook. 

Floating 30 to 40 feet off the stern 
of the boat in four to 12 feet of 
water, the baits floated in an 
enticing swimming motion. In a 
matter of minutes, the balloon 
acting as a float and marker popped 
free from the line. In a flash, the 
mate set the hook and passed the rod 
off to my buddy Rich. 

Rich quickly placed the rod in the 
waist holder and waited as the mate 
locked the rod into the stand up rig. 
The second and large Blue Shark 
felt the tug of the drag, it shot down 
to the depths, leaving Rich hanging 
on for dear life. 

Soon after Rich got control of the 
situation, another blue bomber tried 
to rob a bait and we had a double 
hook up. The reality of the power 
of these fine creatures soon bit 
Brian as the blue shark pulled him 
from port to starboard in what 


seemed like an endless dance for 
control. 

The range of size in these sharks 
ran between four feet all the way up 
to nine feet. The bigger ones close 
to the 225-300 pound range. At one 
point, my friend Jay stood bent over 
the bow trying to work the shark 
back to the side of the boat so we 
could release him. Before the shark 
ever broke the surface, Jay did two 
laps around the boat and brought in 
quite a bit of line before this beauty 
returned to the deep. 

All day long the blue sharks kept 
coming up the chum line.By the end 
of the day, a total of 22 blue sharks 
were caught and released. These 
scrappy fighters arrive when the 
summer water warms up and 
provide excellent angling action. 
Although not common, Mako 
snarks Occasional), 


an angler the ride of a lifetime. 
Other sharks known to freqgent 
New England waters include *the 
Probeagle and on occasion the 
Great White. 

Our captain is a fly fisherman. He 
allowed me to cast his heavy 14 
weight Orvis rod for a blue bomber 
in the chum slick. I did hook into a 
couple and enjoyed a few great 
minutes of fight, but lost the bluc 
sharks when they wrapped around 
the fly line and the shark's abrasive 
hide cut through the line. 

A good charter is a combination 
of many things. The first is taking 
the time to research all the aspects 
of the type of fishing you are 
planning to do. The second is 
finding a knowledgeable skipper 
and last, a bit of luck. 

I used 4 network for fishermen I 
have met at various times and they 
Pointed to me to Captain Perette and 
his fine boat, the Katmandu. He 
entertained my many questions and 
explained the way he operated. On 
the day of the charger, everything 
fell neatly into place. 

The most important thing to do to 
ensure a mutually good experience 
is to find a captain who meets your 
needs. Make sure you ask a lot of 
questions. If the captain is too 
impatient to give you answers, find 
someone else. 

Thanks again to the Captain Jon 
Perette and his first mate Rich 
Lynam. You run a great fishing 
trip. I look forward to fishing with 
you in Florida in the near future.

Are You Prepared? 


By DOUG WOOD-BOYLE 


re you prepared in the 

event of a tornado? 

What about an earth- 
quake? 

Perhaps you are one of those 
people that are not worried 
about these events because they 
never happen in this area. 

Perhaps you would like to 
guess again. Granted it is 
unusual for an earthquake or a 
tornado to touch down in most 
of the Middlesex East reader- 
ship area. But it is possible. 

In fact Northeast States 
Emergency Consortium (NES- 
EC) Executive Director Edward 
Fratto warns “The impact of an 
earthquake would be a lot great- 
er here than in California be- 
cause of the soil conditions and 
the density of the population.” 

He notes that the same prob- 
lem is true of tornados here as 
opposed to the mid-west. 
According to Fratto, Massachu- 
setts has a well defined tornado 
alley that starts in the southern 
part of Worcester County and 
extends in a line to northern 
Essex County. 

Fratto said that Massachu- 
setts ranks 35 on the list of 
‘Tornado prone areas, which is 

fairly low. However, the state 
ranks 16 in fatalities, 21 in 
injuries and 12 in property dam- 


age. 

He added that the last signifi- 
cant earthquake with Massachu- 
setts as the epicenter was the 
Cape Ann Earthquake of 1755. 
An estimated 20,000 people in 
Boston alone were affected and 
even more along the North 
Shore. 

Since 1982 three moderate 
size earthquakes (4.5 to 6.0-on

It is this philosophy that 
brought about the conception of 
agencies such as NESEC. Fratto 
said that the group was first 
formed as the New England 
States Earthquake Consortium 
and was based in Portsmouth, 
NH. 
NESEC was born out of the 
National Hazardous Earth- 
quake Reduction Act. The Act 
called for the Federal Emer- 
gency Management Agency 
(FEMA) to conduct a study of 


its umbrella. 

With the addition of New 
York, the acronym NESEC was 
able to be kept by changing the 
name from New England States 
Emergency Consortium to 
Northeast States. The number of 
people affected jumped from 13 
million to 31 million.

have little to do. The northeast 
is beset by a number of hazards 
including hurricanes, flooding, 
and winter storms. 

Preparedness for these natu- 
ral calamities also come under 
the aegis of NESEC. 

“In some aspects,” Fratto 
said, “You can be better pre- 
pared for earthquakes if you are 
prepared for more common haz- 
ards.” 


He.noted that preparations 
usually stem around common 
sense approaches. 

“You can’t do anything to pre- 
vent a disaster,” Fratto said. 
“You can lessen the effects.” 

People in this area may want 
to start preparing themselves 
for the possibility of a hurricane 
hitting the area. 

The season starts in June and 
continues until November. 
However, in the northeast the 
end of August and the month of 
September hold the most poten- 
tial for the circular, high wind, 
water laden storms. 

According to Fratto, this is 
the time period “when the water 
is warm enough to fuel the 
storm.” 

He said, “The 1930 hurricane 
was the last real devastating one 
that made it inland.” 

Fratto said that a storm 
makes it inland carries 
ly high winds which can 
havoc on an area. 


The recent strikes of Bob and 
Gloria were noteworthy for their 
coastal attacks and extended 
power outages respectively. 

As we are heading into hurri- 
cane season we lose the poten- 
tial for being hit by a tornado in 
the northeast. The peak months 
are July and August when the 
warm weather fuels the funnel 
clouds. However, Fratto warns 
that hurricanes can fuel small 
tornados. 

‘Tornados have been known to 
appear in June and in Novem- 
ber as well. 

The northeast area, like most 
of the rest of the country is very 
prone to flood situations. 

Fratto said, “Flooding is the 
number one hazard in the coun- 
try. It causes the most danger.” 

The United States Weather 
Service can provide warnings 
for hurrieanes, winter storms, 
flooding and with the advent of 
Doppler Radar, can now even 
provide some warning for torna- 
dos. In all cases the warnings 
start out with a watch situation. 

When the area is under a 
Tornado Watch people should be 
alert the tornados are possible 
in the area, A warning means 
that a tornado has been sighted 
or indicated by radar and prepa- 
rations should be taken. 

This would mean going to a 
basement or an area away from 
windows on the lowest level of

the house or building. If you are 
in a mobile home, get out and 
find shelter elsewhere. 

A Flood Watch means that 
flood conditions are a real possi- 
bility. A warning means that 
conditions are occurring or are 
imminent for an area. 

At that point high ground 
should be sought. 

Again with a hurricane a 
watch means that the possibility 
is there. A warning means that 
it is imminent within a 24-hour 
period. 

A winter storm has four phas- 
es. The first is the watch that 
severe winter storm conditions 
may affect the area. This is fol- 
lowed by the warning meaning 
that severe winter conditions 
will affect your area. 

In addition a Blizzard 
Warning may be sounded to 
alert people to the fact that 
“falling and or blowing snow 
with sustained winds of at least 
35 miles-per-hour will affect 
your area.” 

A travellers warning means 
that winter conditions make 
driving inadvisable for the area. 

NESEC has almost complet- 
ed a project that is providing all 
of the school districts in their 
region with alarm activated 
weather radios. Funding and 
other support for the radios has 
come from Cellular One, Radio 
Shack, Hasbro and Northeast 
Utilities system. 

One radio is given to each 
school district and the authori- 
ties in that district can then 
determine the best way to dis- 
eminate the pertinent informa- 
tion. The radio remains silent 
until an alarm tone activates it 
assuring that the warning will 
not get lost in the noise factor. 

The cost of the radios is $20 
and some funding is still needed 
to provide radios for all of the 
876 school districts in the 
Consortiums area. Tax deduct- 
ible donations for one or more 
radios can be sent to: The 
Northeast States Emergency 
Consortium, 607 North Avenue, 
Suite 16, Wakefield, MA 01880.

Keep exercise comfortable 


Hot and humid weather 
should not prevent regular exer- 
cise, aceording to Boston 
Regional Medical Center 
(BRMC) Exercise Physiologist 
Ray Whelan. 

Whelan said by taking a few 
simple measures, you can. main- 
tain a healthy routine and avoid 
heat exhaustion or sun over- 
exposure. 

“Don’t let the heat keep you 
from exercising,” said Whelan, 
“Heat may be a hurdle, but it 
should not be a roadblock.” 

Whelan offers these tips for 
summer exercise: 

Find something you enjoy. 
Walking, biking and swimming 
are common and fairly easy 
forms of exercise. 


Exercise before 10am or after 
6pm to avoid high sun.

Do not exercise in tempera- 
tures greater than 95 degrees. 

On very humid or hot days, _ 
cut the intensity of your workout 
to avoid heat exhaustion.

Drink one to 
two cups of water one half hour 
before you start. ‘ 

Allow for heat loss by wiping 
the sweat from the body and by 
wearing light-colored, loose-fit- 
ting clothing.

as LSD, heroin and speed. 

“The Lynnfield Youth Risk 
Behavior Survey was adminis- 
tered in late May. Anonymous 
responses were received from 99 
percent of sixth graders, 97 per- 
cent of ninth graders and 91 per- 
cent of 1ith graders in the 
Lynnfield Public Schools. 

“The survey was required by 
the” state Department of 
Education in order for the 
school system to continue 
receiving the Safe and Drug- 
Free Schools Grant. The grant 
totaled $9,400 this past school 
year, and Lynnfield will receive 
$11,000 for the 1997-98 school 


“In addition to drugs and 
alcohol, the survey asked stu- 
dents questions about cigarette 
smoking, sexuality and sexually- 
transmitted diseases, self- 
esteem, weight, pressure, stress, 
weapons, violence and safety.”
